The tentative fsame numbering of tliat period does not coincide with a beginning 
the same as those in the Z slides nor does it with the first of the actual footage. 

With Z 313 at Frame jtfi 89 (p. 2, shot 3) it coincides with nothing at all, which raises 
a new set of questions. 

In context they are still regarding Jjhot Two as having hit Sonnally only. 

The comment on Shot Two at the top of x . 2 does not make it clear whether the one 
unname,; member of the Cornells ion staff wai: among those present. Specter is not among 
those listed by Gauthier. The song; e-bullet scenario is his. 

Gauthier is not unwil ing to comment on the single-bullet theory, which ic what 
Kelley repeated i "Shot two under those ridiculous facts would have gone completely 
'wild' according to (Secret Service Inspector) Kelley." 

To me this and the r*st of that graf mean that as of the end of January the Secret 
Service and the FBI were unchanged in pretending that there had not been any "wild" 
shot to wound Tague; and that they believed the single-bullet theory to be ,, riducilouo• ,, 

Both are, I believe, important in C.A.75-226, now to be briefed on appeal. And 
completely in support of the affidavits I filed in that case.
